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HISTORIAN’S FOREWORD 
- HE world in the air—we shall all soon be flying!” 
Across the Continents in a few hours; over the oceans 
in a night; around the earth in a few days—all nations 
and races neighbors, with distance and time practically elimi- 
nated—this is the dictum of science. 

We are entering upon a New Epoch, by far the greatest 
era in all human history. The world in which we live is being 
reconstructed; our whole system of civilization re-made, 
economically, socially, politically; our habits, customs, and 
institutions re-modelled to conform with the scientific revo- 
lution in the air, man’s victory over the elements after 6,000 
years of human struggle. 

This volume is in commemoration of these epoch-making 
events—to preserve for posterity the records of eye-witnesses, 
—photographs which give imperishable evidence of the great 
transition through which we are now passing, and especially 
to perpetuate the records of Lindbergh and his contributions 
to this new age of scientific exploration. 

Lindbergh is as definitely an historic figure as Magellan, 
Drake, the Cabots, or Columbus. He is the subject for a 
modern Plutarch or Carlyle. In his conquest of the air, he has 
up to the present time made more than 8,400 flights; he has 
travelled more than 280,000 miles in the skies, nearly twelve 
times around the earth. He has spent more than 3,150 hours 
in the clouds—more than four months of his life in the 
heavens. During the year 1928, he flew 65,000 miles and was 
800 hours in the air. He has carried more than 8,600 
passengers and never lost a life. These facts are taken from 
his own note-book. 

This anniversary book is designed as a repository for: 
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documentary evidence of the epochal achievements of this 
Viking of the Air. These official photographic records from 
the sixty-five Nations and States in their chronological se- 
quence form a most impressive memorial for the generations 
to come, the first historian’s evaluation of Lindbergh’s 
achievements. 

Researches have been conducted in Government archives 
and in all the official, public and private collections. It is 
estimated that more than 50,000 photographs have been taken 
of Lindbergh and the events in which he figures. He has 
received more columns of public print than ever before have 
been accorded to a young man. Every estimate of the twelve 
greatest figures of modern times includes the name of Lind- 
_ bergh—and all this has been accomplished in the brief space 
of but two years. 

The fourteen divisional groups of historic exhibits, with 
their descriptive text, form a continuity in narrative and a 
complete photographic history. This service we believe to be 
of inestimable value, similar to which it was my privilege to 
perform in the “Photographic History of the American Civil 
War,” preserving the famous Brady negatives, andeinwetite 
“Portrait Life of Lincoln,” preserving every known photo- 
graph of the Great Emancipator. 

This opportunity is taken to express gratitude for the 
services extended by the Smithsonian Institution, The Na- 
tional Geographic Society, The Library of Congress, The 
Missouri Historical Society and the Lindbergh Museum at 
St. Louis, the Government bureaus in Washington and foreign 
countries, and to the photographic agencies that cooperated 
in securing prints. JI am also indebted to my associates, 
Frederick A. Barber of Historical Foundations, under whose 
auspices this collection is made, and J. Alden Brett.

SPATEMENT BY HERBERT HOOVER 


E are going to have a real Air Service in the United States. 

No one can at this time foretell the vast possibilities of 

aerial transportation. Already it is here for mails and 

express and to a limited extent for the carrying of passengers. It 
is paying its own way and is growing every day... . 

Here in America we have an area of about 3,000 miles from 
ocean to ocean and 2,000 from Canada to Mexico, a vast territory 
undisturbed by national border lines. . . . Already the traffic between 
the 3,000 mile extremes of the Atlantic and Pacific States is far 
greater than that between any two nations in Europe. . . . 

Great trans-continental systems are now being organized... . 
Commander Byrd flew a commercial plane over the North Pole. 
We are acclaiming the commanding achievement of all aviation his- 
tory—the flight of the intrepid Lindbergh from New York to Paris. 

I am convinced that in a few years there will be few important 
towns in this country which will be outside of the air transportation 
zones. All this means that we are going to have in the United States 
as much flying as there is in all Europe and it will not cost us one 
penny in the form of a subsidy, whereas European air lines are 
heavily subsidized. The taxpayers of this country will not be called 
upon to pay a subsidy as is the case in other countries. 

The development of commercial aviation will prove a defense 
asset of the first rank. It will mean the training of a great corps 
of wonderful aviators whose services will be available in the mo- 
ment of emergency. 

Colonel Lindbergh’s consistent successes indicate that his ability 
is based upon something besides courage and daring—that under- 
neath it all lies a mastery of the art of navigation. We all rejoice 
in his success.

TRIBUTE BY CALVIN COOLIDGE 


T was in America that the modern art of flying of heavier-than- 
air machines was first developed. .. . We have made many 
flying records. Our Army fliers have circumnavigated the 

globe. An officer of the Navy has flown to the North Pole. 
Our own country has been traversed from shore to shore in a single 
flight. 

It had been apparent for some time that the next great feat in 
the air would be a continuous flight from the mainland of America 
to the mainland of Europe.... It remained for an unknown youth 
to tempt the elements and win. It is the same story of valor and 
victory by a son of the people that shines through every page of 
American history. . 

This country will always remember the way in which he was 
received by the people of France, by their President, and by their 
Government. It was the more remarkable because they were 
mourning the disappearance of their intrepid countrymen, who had 
tried to span the Atlantic on a western flight. 

Our messenger of peace and good-will had broken down another 
barrier of time and space and brought two great peoples into closer 
communion. In less than a day-and-a-half he had crossed the 
ocean over which Columbus had traveled for sixty-nine days and 
the Pilgrim Fathers for sixty-six days on their way to the New 
World. 

But, above all, in showering applause and honors upon this 
genial modest American youth, with the naturalness, the simplicity 
and the poise of true greatness, France had the opportunity to show 
clearly her good-will for America and our people. 

With like acclaim and evidences of cordial friendship our Am- 
bassador without portfolio was received by the rulers, the Govern- 
ments and the peoples of England and Belgium.

Historian's Note—President Coolidge has placed emphasis on 
Lindbergh’s youth (25 years at the time of his first great achievement). 
It is interesting to record here the names of other youths who have 
won immortal fame at about this same age: 

Alexander the Great conquered the known world at 25 ; Hannibal had 
reduced all Spain at 26; Czsar was a powerful leader at 28; Napoleon 
was winning famous battles at 24; Marshal Ney a division general at 
25; Nelson in command at 23; Cromwell a statesman at 29; Lincoln in 
the legislature at 26; Columbus was leading an expedition at 25; Liv- 
ingstone began his explorations in Africa at 27; Stanley started out to 
find him at 26. 

James Watt was experimenting on steam as a motive force at 23; 
Eli Whitney inventing his cotton gin at 26; Edison perfecting new 
systems of communication at 24; Wagner had composed his First 
Symphony at 19; Goethe his first play at 19; Victor Hugo his first 
book at 20; Balzac had written thirty-one novels before the age of 26; 
Michelangelo had created his great Madonna at 26; Raphael painted 
a masterpiece at 21; Beethoven was a great musician at 18; Milton had 
written one of the greatest English odes at 21; Mendelssohn, Mozart, 
Chopin, Byron, Keats, Shelley had established immortal fame before 
29 years of age. 

Joan d’Arc had saved France and joined the immortals at 19; 
while the young Nazarene who laid the foundations for Christendom 
and modern civilization, had gone to His crucifixion at 33 years 
of age. 

Genetic studies of Genius prove that Lindbergh at 25, with his 
highly developed instinct and intuition for navigation in the air, is an 
historical figure true to type, a natural precursor of a New Epoch.

He carries a small, loose-leaf note-book. At the end of each day he sets down the 
consecutive number of flight, mileage, cities, passengers, with mechanical data. 


More than 8,600 passengers have flown with Lindbergh. He has crossed the 
American Continent 13 times. Radiations out of New York and Sts Louis are a 
tangled mass.

I—WORLD’S TRIBUTE TO AMERICA’S 
GOOD-WILL AMBASSADOR 


HIS is the first official collection ever made of the medals, 
ake decorations, trophies and honors conferred upon the 
American Knight of the Air, Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh—from sixty-five Nations and States, with keys, proclama- 
tions and gifts from one hundred cities where he has been officially 
received. 

The Czsars and the ancient emperors never met with greater 
acclaim or genuine enthusiasm from the hearts of the people. It is 
estimated that nearly 50,000,000 people have cheered this young 
Conqueror of the Clouds, this Viking of the Skies—far more than 
the entire population of the Roman Empire in its grandeur and 
Greece in its days of glory. 

More than 3,000,000 letters have been written to him; more 
than 10,000 poems and 300,000 telegrams. More than a million 
school children have signed petitions in his honor. There never 
has been anything to equal it in the history of the world. Cities 
and mountains have been named for him—painters, sculptors, com- 
posers have dedicated works to him. 

Congress found it necessary to grant him special permission to 
receive honors bestowed by foreign countries. Decorated by Kings 
‘and Presidents of eighteen countries, by the Governors of forty- 
eight States, by Statesmen, Cabinet Members and Mayors, and the 
recipient of messages from Ambassadors and Rulers from all parts 
of the earth, he is the foremost private citizen in the modern world. 

We present in this first chapter some of the most important 
honors bestowed upon this American, so great in value and quantity 
that it has been necessary for a Museum to be established in his 
honor in St. Louis where they may be preserved (as will be seen 
in the exhibits in Chapter XIV at the close of this memorial vol- 
‘ ume), which has been visited by more than 2,500,000 pilgrims 
to the Lindbergh shrine.

HE birth of every New Epoch in human progress brings to 
the front a new, virile character, a strong individuality 
that imprints itself indelibly on the pages of history and 

becomes the subject of folklore and tradition. 

Every great event develops its own personality. The epic of 
this New Age in man’s conquest of the air is being woven about the 
“Unknown Lad from the Northwest’ who in a single night flew

into the hearts of the world. It is a saga in itself—not unlike that 
of his own Viking ancestors, Eric and Lief of Scandanavian lore: 
the drama of the ancient Greeks, the crusades of Richard Coeur 
d'Lion, the legends of King Arthur and his knights. 

: Lindbergh is “the short and simple annals” of the people. Born 
in Detroit, Michigan, on February 4, 1902, and reared on the rugged 
ands of Minnesota, he is but the personification of what has made 
“America the powerful nation which it is today. He is the embodi- 
‘ment of American nationality. Here we have a nation built on the 
‘plood and sinew of the races of the earth, re-born in the crucible 
of a new civilization. It is strong, valorous and courageous 
because its task has been the subjugation of a vast continent of 
incalculable resources and possibilities. 

It is the country best equipped for the development of ad- 
yenturous and daring enterprises, the opening of new eras. Lind- 
bergh typifies this character; he was born and bred in it. He ts 
typical of American youth. He is in this day what Lincoln and 
Andrew Jackson were in their day; he is doing for the air what 
Fremont, Clarke, and Boone were doing when they blazed the 
trail through primeval forests. 

A rapid glance of the following pages, with a survey of the 
descriptive data accompanying the photographs will give a clear 
understanding of the American background behind this product 
indigenous to the American soil.

ieee Ol THE SKIES 
CHALLENGE, TO-YOUTH 


AN has been at war with the elements since the beginning 
of time. He first fought the battle against savagery and 
wild beasts; he then turned his energies toward exploring 

the earth on which he lives: and winning these victories he has 
staked his life and genius against the mastery of the trails of the 
clouds. 

The revelations of the secrets of the Universe are methodical 
and in the natural order of his needs and necessities. There is 
nothing he dare not undertake; there is nothing he will not eventu- 
ally accomplish. No problem in the whole scientific plan of things 
is impossible of solution; everything is within reach. 

Lindbergh in preceding generations might have been a pioneer 
in exploration and discovery, or sailed the seas, Like millions of 
other American youths the lure of the apparently “impossible” was 
in him. He came at a time when his eyes turned toward the skies. 
The Wrights had just given the world a new power destined to 
solve the problem of sixty centuries—at the moment when it’ was 
needed as a new field for the adventurous spirit of man, a new 
challenge to courage and genius. 

We find this Minnesota lad accepting this challenge. He climbs 
the tops of trees to observe the winds; his ambitions center upon 
the mastery of the skies; he gathers knowledge, joins the flying 
corps, roughs it with the “barnstormers,” risking his life; he joins 
the Air Mail. 

Finally, he conceives his “Great Idea”; stakes his earnings 
on it; he goes out and finds his financial backers, builds his historic 
ship, and rides off in the clouds across the Continent from San 
Diego, California, to St. Louis and New York (May 10-12, 1927) 
—to start on his “Great Adventure.” These historic photographs 


record his own epic story.

IV—THE MODERN COLUMBUS ON HLS 
VOYAGE IN. THE CLOUDS 


ERE we witness one of the most dramatic situations in all 
human history. An unknown lad, a virtual stranger in the 
greatest metropolis of the Western Hemisphere, poised in 

silence like a young eagle, waiting for the moment to disappear in 
the fathomless blue! To ride the winds and storms over the Atlantic 
and alight on the Eastern Hemisphere—leaping out of the New 
World into the Old World—a “Lone Eagle” of the heavens. 

His poise and determination are in themselves an immortal 
classic. The voyage of Columbus, four centuries before, fades in 
comparison. Columbus with his ships and crews on the seas ; Lind- 
bergh in the storm-tossed clouds—alone! This, undoubtedly, is the 
factor that gripped the imagination of the world. Skeptics called 
him “The Flying Fool” just as iconoclasts had called Columbus 
“The Crazy Sailor.” Four centuries ago, he, too, probably would 
have been thrown in chains. 

“Lucky Lindy” they called him, too, as they had spoken of his 
ancestral explorer, the valorous “Leif the Lucky” who in his Viking 
ship came to the shores of the New World a thousand years ago but 
left only runes and sagas to tell the tale. 

The manner in which Lindbergh kept his own counsel, his grim 
taciturnity, the decision to beat his rivals to “the start,” his total 
unconcern as to the results of the adventure, whether it be life 
or death, wholly oblivious to the consequences of Victory, are 
materials for a Greek tragedy, surpassing those of A*schylus, Euri- 
pides, or Sophocles. Like Homer, he was to create his own Odyssey 
—over night; like Virgil and Livy he was to write his own ode and 
history—on the skies—on the “Via Dei” (the Way of God). 

The records presented herewith, leading up to this misty morn- 
ing at Roosevelt Field, Long Island, at 7:52 a.m. (May 20, 1927), 
are like tablets of stone to command the awe and admiration of the 


human race as long as it may last.

V—IHE GREAT ADVENTURE THAT 
AROUSED THE WORLD 


ISTORIANS should be averse to all forms of “Hero Wor- 

H ship.” They should in fact restrict themselves to construc- 

tive analysis of character and events, and the laws of 

cause and effect which actuate them. But here is an event in 

human achievement where the simplest statement of fact arouses 
the deepest emotions. 

A boy—twenty-five years of age—lost in the clouds—at times 
10,000 feet above the seas—plunging through the night at a speed 
as high as 150 miles an hour—and, let us repeat it again, alone. 

Here is history in the making—thousands of years of human 
dreams in one awe-inspiring realization. Thousands wait on two 
continents to hear the news—until, at last, he drops out of the 
heavens, on the very spot which his chart had marked—Le Bourget 
Field, Paris, France (10:22 p.m., May 21, 1927 ),—3,625 miles in 
33 hours and 30 minutes—the greatest achievement in pioneer 
navigation the world has ever known. 

~The scenes which followed never have been equalled. France 
proclaimed him the Ambassador of Good-Will. In an instant he 
had aroused the spirit of the world. The inextinguishable love 
of the human heart for courage and character and accomplishment, 
in all races and nations, rose in an ovation the like of which the 
Cesars, Nero and ancient emperors in their most triumphant 
moments never witnessed. 

There is no mystery to this; it could have resulted in no other 
way, and yet Lindbergh was the last to comprehend it. The great- 
est of all tests now came; the test of character in fame aid fortune. 
The boy of yesterday became the Statesman and Diplomatist of to- 
day. And herein he proved the true strength of his character, 
grounded in principle and consistent in every crisis. 

Through the masterful diplomacy and friendly counsel of 
Ambassador Herrick, (over whose tomb, this boy Lindbergh is to 
stand in reverence and tears two years later), we shall now see this 
“Unknown Lad” as he becomes the foremost figure in the World.

INDBERGH’S solitary flight resulted in a great spiritual awak- 
ening between nations and peoples, It swept the conscience 
of the world with the power of a reformation. Henderson, 

the historian, in naming Lindbergh as one of “The Twelve Most 
Vivid Living Personalities,” says: “It was recognized everywhere 
as not only a victory for America but for the entire human race.” 

‘Tindbergh’s flight instantly passed out of the domain of the 
world of sport into the world of diplomacy,” records Dr. Hender- 
son. “Youthful, modest, utterly simple and unaffected, he suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing a feat which had baffled the most skill- 
ful diplomats—the union in a bond of common admiration and en- 
thusiasm of the peoples of America and Europe. . . He won the 
affection of millions for himself as a gallant youth and for the 
spirit of the nation which gave him birth.” 

Ambassador Herrick, under whose skillful guidance the des- 
tinies of Lindbergh were directed, makes this historical analysis 
in his preface to We (Lindbergh's autobiography): ‘When Joan 
of Arc crowned her King at Rheims, she became immortal. When 
Lafayette risked his all to help the struggling Americans, he wrote 
his memory forever across a mighty continent. . . So it was with 
Lindbergh . . . judged by the rigid standards of history and pre- 
cedent . . . he was the instrument of a great ideal. . .

VII—HOME-COMING OF THE YOUNG

proclaimed him, was now to start on his journey home. 

Germany, Italy, the nations of Europe were urging him to con- 

tinue his mission but the demand of the American people forced 
him to turn towards the home shores. 

“My words to all those friends in Europe are inadequate,” he 
says in his autobiography, “but my feelings of appreciation are 
boundless. . . The whole-hearted welcome to me—an American— 
touched me beyond any point that words can express.” 

The Government of the United States dispatched the cruiser 
Memphis to Cherbourg for his return journey to America. The 
official government photographic records taken on this voyage are 
here presented. 

Bidding farewell to France, we see him as he leaves the French 
Government officials, and steps onto “American territory” aboard 
the Memphis (June 4, 1927); he salutes the American flag, and 
receives the ovation of the American officers and the crew. His 
days at sea were industriously consumed in ship inspections and 
the preparation of his data from the diary and maps which he most 
assiduously keeps, a methodical record of every movement that may 
be of scientific or historical value. It is from the notes of this diary 
that he transcribed his famous autobiography We. 

Tumultuous as had been his receptions abroad, little did he 
realize what was to greet him on his arrival in America. The 
American people were stirred to the depth of their emotions. No 
event ever had gripped them with such overwhelming power. Every 
American city was waiting to greet him. A conqueror was “coming 
home!” 

It is well to call attention at this time to Carlyle’s declaration : 
‘“Hero-worship exists, has existed, and will forever exist, univer- 
sally among Mankind.” And we Americans are not immune.

But never has a youth, a private citizen, met with such spon- 
taneous demonstration from the hearts of the people as at the 
Nation’s Capital (June 11, 1927). Official business was sus- 
pended; homes and official residences were thrown open in hos- 
pitality ; cabinet members, statesmen, jurists, foreign ambassadors, 
and distinguished personages greeted the young American, now 
the first citizen of his country. 

The American cruiser steamed up the historic Potomac under 
the salute of the guns from land and shore, with aircraft whirring 
overhead in perfect formation—in salutation to its returning com- 
rade of the air. 

The historic events, with facts and data, are here recorded in 
photographic evidence. Original prints are in the Government 
archives. Here we see Lindbergh on his arrival in Washington; at 
the White House with President Coolidge; at the National Capitol. 
Decorations are being conferred upon him by Government and 
national institutions; the procession is moving up Pennsylvania 
Avenue; memorable scenes are being enacted at Washington Monu- 
ment and at Arlington. 

We see Lindbergh as he speaks for the first time over the 
radio to more than 25,000,000 fellow-countrymen in every village, 
town and city in America, waiting to hear his voice. In him, as in 
Lincoln, they embodied their own hopes and aspirations and felt 
the common bond of affection for one of their own who had risen 
from the ranks of the common people. 

It is the simplicity of the lad, even to the point of humility in 
the face of overwhelming popular acclaim, that has won the heart 
of the world; this is the chief characteristic of all true greatness.

IX—MARCH OF TRIUMPH THROUGH 
SP REETS-OF NEW YORK 


ROMAN holiday at the Circus Maximus in the days of 

Nero, with all the glamour and panoply of cumulative 

centuries to embellish it, never witnessed such overwhelm- 
ing scenes as met the eyes of Lindbergh on the Monday morning 
of June 13, 1927, when he entered the gateways of New York. 

The Statue of Liberty, presented to America by France, glisten- 
ing in the sunlight of that perfect June morning; sirens and 
throttles of half a thousand vessels shrieking in mad joy, the roar 
and throb of planes overhead, as the young Victor, a bare-headed 
boy atop the pilot house of the Macom, rode up the harbor to meet 
the millions waiting to hail him. 

The cavalcade through the canyons of towering structures along 
lower Broadway, with the deafening roar of the masses of inspired 
humanity, passed the modern Towers of Babel. From the heights 
of huge buildings, monuments to the constructive genius of men, 
storms of confetti floated down like snow-driven blizzards from 
the exultant multitude that crowded the myriad windows and the 
tops of the buildings. 

Through this maelstrom, rode a silent figure sitting on the 
rear of the tonneau, half standing, with hair unkempt, his eyes 
set straight ahead, unable to comprehend its meaning. The spec- 
tacle at City Hall where he received the keys to the city; the scenes 
at the Eternal Light where he placed a wreath; the procession 
through miles and millions of shouting humanity along Fifth Ave- 
nue and on into Central Park are all recorded in these photographs 
which preserve these momentous events, the psychology of which 
must be interpreted by future historians.

X—AMERICAN CITIES. WELCOME 
20TH CENTURY VIKING 


HE ancient seers among their wisdom sayings give this 
ae definition of genius: Three things are necessary—the gift 
of the gods, the labor of a life-time, and events to suit. 

Man makes the event—and the event makes the man. 

Today, we find these truths exemplified in Lindbergh. The 
blood which he inherited was rich in traditions of dauntless Viking 
explorers and hardy Scandinavian pioneers. His entire life-time, 
brief though it was, had centered on one idea and ambition. 

Yet, these two elements alone would not have been sufficient 
to have lifted him to his present world eminence. These two ele- 
ments he shared with hundreds of thousands of other American 
boys with similar background and fibre. 

It was the last element—the “events to suit’”—that completes 
the Lindbergh cycle and gives the answer to the Lindbergh enigma. 
It was the psychological moment, as Ambassador Herrick said; 
and Lindbergh saw it and took advantage ofait. Of these: facts 
he never can be divested. The rise and fall of human emotions in 
mass psychology never can alter the historical position of Lind- 
bergh. 

This same analysis applies to his great good fortune in finding 
himself under the guidance of the masterly statesmanship of Am- 
bassador Herrick, who, finding the “man and the moment,’’ created 
4 master-stroke in world diplomacy. He lighted an inextinguish- 
able flame in the consciousness and conscience of humanity, appeal- 
ing to the highest ideals of the human race. 

We now see the 20th Century Viking as he returns to St 
Louis (June 17, 1927), the city after which his epoch-making 
ship of the air was named, “The Spirit of St. Louis,” and witness 
the events that now transpired.

FORDY-EIGH IT STAEES 


\X 7 ASHINGTON—New York—St. Louis were over. The 
Canadians, our neighbors of the North, had greeted him 
at their Diamond Jubilee. The public press had kept him 

on the “front page” as the most important news of the times, while 

the radio (another scientific achievement in the mastery of the air 
waves in its kinship to aviation) had reverberated his voice across 
the continent as he spoke into the homes of the people. 

Lindbergh’s face, through the power of the public press and 
motion pictures had now become known to the 120,000,000 people 
in the United States. From hundreds of cities and towns came 
requests for his visits; millions of school children signed petitions ; 
Governors of States, backed by powerful political influence, pleaded 
for his presence. 

So great was this demand that it became a matter for Govern- 
ment recognition. Conferences were held in Washington, and, 
under the auspices of the Guggenheim Foundation, it was decided 
to send this “Good-Will Ambassador” on a National Tour. 

We now see Lindbergh as he tours the Nation (July 20- 
October 23, 1927) flying from State to State—and City to City— 
until in three months he had traveled more than 22,000 miles in the 
air, and made 82 stops. It is a remarkable scientific fact that 
during this entire period he was on schedule time in every instance, 
except one where fog and storm delayed him. This is another 
demonstration of the genius of Lindbergh as a navigator. 

It is impossible to record here the scenes in every city he 
visited, owing to limitations of space, and we are restricted only to 
the high points from the vast collection of records in the archives 
of all the States. 

This National Tour was as much a test of Lindbergh’s character 
as the trans-Atlantic flight and his ovations in Europe. It again 
proved his steel-like determination and the accuracy of his scientific 
calculations, while further demonstrating his adaptability to con- 
stantly changing circumstances and situations—a natural diplomatist 
at home and abroad.

XII—GOOD-WILL TOUR TO LATIN- 
AMERICAN COUNTRIES 


N the exigencies of the times, Lindbergh, with his decorations 
and diplomatic recognitions, found himself a foremost political 
figure—not in the sense of internal politics but as the arbiter 

of good-will in our international relations. He fitted himself into 
this situation with consummate skill and innate simplicity, an 1n- 
genuous master of every situation. 

The Government at Washington, in its international problems 
involving our relationships with our Latin-American neighbors, 
dispatched Lindbergh as a messenger of peace and brotherhood to 
the nations at the south of us. The effect was immediate. 

Lindbergh appealed to the Latin mind and temperament as has 
no other American. The Spanish race, which sent us Columbus, 
received him in a spirit of devotion and brotherly love. Ambassa- 
dor Morrow, in the Capital of Mexico, who himself had gained 
the confidence and affection of that great people, proved to be a 
Latin-American Herrick. 

We now see Lindbergh as he passes through sixteen countries, 
9,390 miles in 1161 flying hours, receiving the plaudits and honors 
of these nations. For exactly two months (December 13, 1927, to 
February 13, 1928) we follow him on this mission of Good-Will. 

Twice he stops on American territory—at the Canal Zone and 
on Virgin Islands; once on British soil. Lindbergh is the youngest 
emissary ever sent out by the American Government—and the First 
Ambassador of the Air in the World’s history, an historical fact of 
significance.

HE New Age is here—as President Hoover states—and we 
are now engaged in its development. American genius and 
resources are being organized behind it. Starting with the 

Wrights in America, reaching its dramatic climax with the achieve- 
ments of American fliers, it is a natural heritage that America 
should lead the world in this New Epoch of transportation in the 
air. 

The Government at Washington is extending every co-operation 
in the fulfilment of our national destiny, which is to be brought 
about by what President Hoover calls “the American method’’— 
individual initiative and co-operation of capital and labor in private 
enterprise owned and controlled by the earnings of the people—not 
by Government subsidy or ownership. 

The American nation has been built on this sound economic 
principle; it is as organic in our national existence as the Constitu- 
tion itself. Millions are now being placed behind this New Age; 
financial, administrative, and engineering genius is concentrating on 
this achievement. 

The demonstrations over the conquests of all our aviators are 
proof that the American people realize the true import of these 
events.

HE cumulative evidence of this historical survey is com- 
pleted with this exhibition of tokens of friendship and 
esteem from all nations and races.

St. Louis, the city which was first to extend its co-operation to the 
Lindbergh expedition, should be the repository for the famous Lind- 
bergh Collection.
